A Warrenton High School 
graduate has been named 
recipient of the Clatsop Com- 
munity College Arthur Fertig 
Memorial Scholarship.

The Series includes a Roman 
Polanski film, “Knife In The 
Water,” the fourth film to be 
shown. The story line involves a 
nearly-impotent husband, a 
sexually frustrated wife, and an

THE SHIP INN gets a high 9 for being the last word in scrump- 
tuous seafood. From reasonable “half” orders to the more ex- 
pensive (but worth it) dinner orders, the eatery features the very 
best seafood entrees. In addition, a tempting array of sandwiches, 
Soups and salads accent the menu. Each order is handled 
Separately, and all are served with good, old-fashioned charm. If 
you savor seafood specialties, try THE SHIP INN soon 

PIRANDELI DELICATESSEN boasts a Stately atmosphere, but 
the food is certainly nothing to brag about. The restaurant offers a 
good selection of good-sounding sandwiches and salads. but most 
likely you will be somewhat disappointed with the concoction 
PIRANDELLI earns a 7 for a good try at running a unique sand- 
wich shop (without much success) 

SAMBO's has traditionally been the victim of a vast amount of 
undeserved criticism. In actuality, the establishment offers good, 


fast food in a comfortable, clean atmosphere — 


all at very 


reasonable prices. Usually, the service is quite good, also. From a 
good quality hamburger to a complete steak dinner, SAMBO’s is a 
Sood place to go any time of day or night. At today’s prices, it gets a 


well-deserved 8. 


The PIZZA VENDOR receives a high 8 for excellent sandwiches. 
exquisite Italian cuisine, and average pizza. The atmosphere and 
service are both very good. In addition to this, the VENDOR boasts 
a small but well-stocked salad bar. Again, the pizza is only 
adequate, but the sandwiches and delicious Italian dinners shine 


through its worst pizza creation. 


The SEA STEAK in Seaside has a very impressive atmosphere, 
but has very unimpressive food. The prices are extremely high, 
and the service is poor. It deserves a low 7. The restaurant features 
typical steaks and seafood at untypical Northwest prices. Also, 
being quite small and having an apparent shortage of waitresses, 
be prepared for a long wait before and after being seated 

The HOUSE OF CHAN is unpredictable. Usually the food and 
service here are very good, but occasionally you will be disap- 
pointed. At its best, the eatery earns an 8 for delicious Chinese (and 
American) food, plus good service in a unique atmosphere. Even 
with the 8 rating, the HOUSE OF CHAN offers the best Chinese food 


in the area. 


Astoria’s PIER ELEVEN FEEDSTORE is one of the best places 
for delicious steaks and seafood. However, the service in the 
restaurant is at times feeble, and the prices seem to get higher with 
each returning visit — not to mention the dwindling portions. The 
FEED STORE boasts an outstanding (and expensive) salad bar 
during lunch hour. The establishment earns a mediocre 8 when you 
consider the excellent view and atmosphere. It’s well worth a try

Northwest prehistory is a

“Cultural Sequences at The 
Dalles, Oregon: A Contribution 
to Northwest Prehistory.” 
Newman frequently lectures 
on early cultures in Northwest 
North America and on the role 
of the Great Basin in American 
prehistory. The Great Basin 
encompasses a vast inland 
region of the Western U.S. 
covering eastern California, 
Western Utah, most of Nevada 
and parts of Oregon and Idaho.

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Ellsberg commended for 


A new instructor here at 
Clatsop has been commended 
by two U.S. representatives for 
investigative work he did while 
employed by the General Ac- 
counting Office (GAO) last 


year. 

The GAO is an auditing and 
investigative arm of Congress. 

Pat Elisberg, business in- 
structor, and four other GAO 
employees were recognized 
recently by Rep. Cardiss 
Collins, D-Ill, and Wayne 
Grisham, R-Calif., for a report 
they compiled on the now 
defunct Greater Los Angeles 
Community Action Agency 
(GLACAA) last June. 

Rep. Collins is chairwoman of 
the manpower and _ housing 
subcommittee of the House 
Committee on Government 
Operations and Rep. Grisham is 
the house ranking minority 
leader. 

In the report, the GAO ac- 
cused GLACAA, operator of the 
second largest federal anti- 
povery program in the nation, 
of bad management and of 


CLEP tests now available at CCC 


Clatsop Community College 
officials announced last month 
that the Astoria-based college 
has been approved by the 
College Entrance Examination 
Board in New York as a limited 
test center for the College Level 
Examination Program 
(CLEP). 

The program enables those 
who have gained college-level 
knowledge outside the 
classroom to take examinations 
for possible college credit or 
placement. 

According to Jim Hogan, 
director of admissions and 
records, the approval means 
Clatsop can offer CLEP 
“general exams.” 

“Most colleges accept CLEP 
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making at least $2.6 million in 
questionable expenditures from 
mid-1973 to mid-1977.. 

“The agency’s board of 
directors did not exercise ef- 
fective control,” the GAO said. 
Ellsberg and fellow in- 
vestigators found “ineffective 
decision-making by the board, 
conflicts of interest within the 
board and management in- 
fluence over board members.” 

GLACAA’s financial woes 
were aired nationally on Oct. 18, 
1978, over the ‘60 Minutes” 
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television program. The agency 
was shut down the following 
December. 

But the GAO even found fault 
with the shutdown process. 

At the time the report was 
published in June, the GAO 
claimed that transition audit 
plans had not been determined, 
a planned fraud audit of the 
agency by the Community 
Services AGency (CSA) had not 
been made and responsibility 
for agency liabilities had not 
been determined.

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Blame was placed on weak 
financial controls and weak 
community action boards which 
were supposed to supervise the 
program. 

The GAO investigating team 
appeared at a congressional 
inquiry into the situation im- 
mediately after the report was 
published. At that public 
hearing held in Los Angeles, 
Rep. Collins called on the 
Community Services Agency to 
take immediate steps to correct 
management deficiencies in

credit as transfer credit,” 
Hogan said. He added that by 
taking and passing the tests, 
persons can get credit for what 
they've learned in life. 

As a limited test center, 
Clatsop may offer general 
examinations in the five basic 


areas of the liberal arts; 
English, composition, 
humanities, mathematics, 


natural sciences and social 
sciences-history. 

Varying amounts of credit 
hours are granted for suc- 
cessful passage of the test. 
Individual colleges and 
universities rerecognize dif- 
ferent scoring levels and award 
credit accordingly. 

“The exams offer a way for a 
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Student to actually earn credit 
without sitting down for a full 
term and taking classes,” 
Hogan said. He pointed out that 
at Clatsop College, for example, 
any student may apply a total of 
39 CLEP credits toward a 90- 
credit associate degree. 

The fee for taking the test is 
$20. An additional fee is charged 
for sending the score to a 
college or university. Tests are 
open to anybody regardless of 
educational background or age. 

Hogan encouraged those 
interested in taking a CLEP test 
to contact the Admissions Of- 
fice at the College, 325-0910. in 
most cases, 30 days notice will 
be required before taking the 
test. The Admissions Office will 
also schedule tests at 
prearranged dates and times, 
and these times wili be an- 
nounced to the public.
